New York, Sept. Ifi.—The heaviest winds 
and« highest seas known along Staten 
Island shores in years were exl>erlenced 
at noon.^ The entire fleet of the Staten 
T.-jland Yachting club at Stapleton, con­ 
sisting of eighteen boats, was wrecked. 
A fleet of small boats of the Ocean Yacht 
dab was sunk or badly • damaged. The 
large pilot boat Hermit dragged anchors 
off Stapleton against the dock of the 
Staten Island Yacht, club and was wreck­ 
ed. 
She was valued at 110,000. 
A big 
three masted schooner 
and 
American 
barkentine collided qfl Stapleton and were 
swept in toward the dock, wher they may 
go to pieces. 
The gale was so heavy 
and the soa running so high no one could 
venture out from shore to offer assistance. 
The'wind blew down telegraph and elec­ 
tric light prtles and some trolley lines 
were compelled to discontinue service. 
Along the New Jersey coast the storm 
was specially severe. 


The gale culminated at nck)n in a wind 
velocity of fifty-four miles an hour. Then 
the storm subsided and by the middle 
of the afternoon the wind hs|d dropped 
to a ra^re breeze. Several persons were 
injured by being blown off fire escapes 
and wagons, or by being forced against 
^alls by the onslaught of the storm. The 
gale waa especially severe at sea, causing 
havoc to shipping dow« the bay, where 
many ve.*»sels w^ere sunk or wrecked.

AT PHILADELPHIA. 


Philadelphia. Sept. 16.—A severe storm 
from the gulf region reached the city 
early this morning. The rain fell in torr 
rents, driven by.a 38-mIle gale.* Passen­ 
gers arriving from Atlantic City say the 
storm there v,*as very severe. The wind 
unroofed'in the neighborhood of fifty 
hotels and cottages; 


Delaware Breakwater, N. J., Sept. 16.—

torrents. The schooner Hattie A. Marsh 
w’as wreckcd and the captain and four 
memlters of the crew drowned. The Sea­ 
bird sank, 4>ut the crew was rescued. 
Several coal laden barges sank.

ADVISED TO WAIT. 


Sofia, Sept. Id—Although no formal re 
plies have been received to tfe# Bulgarian 
government’s note, It Is stated the repre- 
sentntlves of three grat powrs have re­ 
peated their counsels to Bulgaria to re­ 
main quiet, as in event of war wkh 
Turkey Bulgaria need not expect help 
in foreipa quarters. 
It is further r<> 
ported the same diplomats vl.<«ited Q<^eca|^. 
Bctroif and endeavored to persuade him 
to postpone mobiUzatlon of Bulga^nii 
forces, but .lhe*premier declined. 


A telegram from Burgas reports a genr 
eral massacre is beginning throughout the 
district of Losengrad. Turkish troops and 
Bashi-Ilazouks attacked a tereek villagl^ 
near Lorengrade. killed 25 peasants and 
destroyed a church, schools and many 
houses. 
Turks attacked the village of 
Paoulevo and killed everybody they founjd 
on the streets. A fight is reported from 
Petclfonitza between a'.band of 100 in­ 
surgents and 300 Turks. Thé insurgents,^ 
who occupied a strong .position, fired on 
the attacking Turks, killing 2Sc.

AN OLD COUI^ DOCKET. 


W. A. Crawley in cleaning out some 
ipld bookcases reeenty came uix)n an 
old court docket in use in 1839-41. 
Ihis old book, whose yellow leave.^ 
shows the records of many years ago. 
has written on its pages various m- 
tries in ink that is as fresh to day as 
when originally written and stands 
o’ut clear and distinct- 
The docket 
shows, the law business of sixty-four 
yeass. ago to have been of greater vol­ 
ume, that at the present day. Possibly 
one reason for this can be éxplainet 
by the fact that the fees in those 
days were surely at a minimum, for 
looking over the pages one finds \hat 
the costs average from $1 to $3 on a 
collection of $10 to $100. One case 
placed on the docket July 24, 1841, 
David Robb vs. Napolian Kosialowski; 
suing to collect a debt of $99.13. and 
the total, costs amounted to onlv 81 
cents. Another ease, on Oct. IG, 1840> 
where Burns <fe McBrid^ brought suit 
against P. N. Black for $1.12 and the 
costs in the case amounted to $1.26. 
Between Sept. 21,1839, and Sept. 24;. 
1841, 1,750 cases were docketed.

Thé art of fad in g sugar ^as become 
60 important tlmt the' technical scTiooIs 
.are beginning to devote special atten­ 
tion to instructing students in the 
'metiiods of doing it. The .Massachu­ 
setts. Institute of Technology, for ex- 
^mplCj has ostabiisiiçd a special sugar 
iaboratoly for training experts and 
wiierè special \r^ork is conducted which 
often has an important bearing upon 
,the legal controversies of conflicting 
sugar, glucose and sta^èh interests. 


According to the goTernment bureau 
of statistics, more than 5,000.000,000 
pounds of sugar, valued at over $100,- 
000,000, was bi*ouglit iritp the United 
States during the last year, an amount 
added to the domestic production that 
allows an apportionment of seventy- 
three pounds to each man, woman and 
ehild in the country. 
-;.Pi’acticaIly-every pound of raw sugar 
which arrives at the important AtUyi- 
tic ports .of ÿew York, Boston, Phiia- 
delphia and ^ÍBaitímore must be regu­ 
larly tested by expert chemists before 
it is turned over to the refinei*3, and 
this work is c*onstantIy growing in im­ 
portance and magnitude. Except for a 
certain amount of “open kettle” or 
brown sugar, from Porto Rico and Cu­ 
ba and ariotiier variety that comes^ 
Üroin Java the great bulk of tlie foreign 
product comes in bags weigliing from 
100 to 300 pounds apiece. Into each bag 
of sugar w'bcn it is landed a long tin 
tube called tiie “trier”^ is pushed diago­ 
nally from corn^ to corner and then 
comes out loaded with.a sample.

Louis Orosmenfir. who was one of 
the e^Uest settlers on the Minnecadu- 
xa creek, near Georgia, Neb., has for a 
number of years been training the in­ 
habitants of a small prairie dog^ town 
toxm his farm. As is well known, the 
most profitable crop that can be grown 
In this region Is alfalfa. For tbe great­ 
est suceess'In growing alfalfa two 
things are necessary. First, that the 
roots of the alfalfa plant shall be in­ 
fected with a certain fungus, ^nd, sec­ 
ond, th at. the roots ’ shall be able to 
pïercé the soil and reach the water be­ 
neath. Mr. Grosmentir *made the Im­ 
portant discovery a few years ago that 
tills fungus is propagated by the prai­ 
rie d<^ ànd carried by It in digging its 
burrows through thé earth so as to pre­ 
pare the ground for alfalfa culture. 
After four yearsr of diligent application 
he has perf^ted Us system éo that his 
dogs not only infect tlie soil with fun­ 
gus, but break through the hardpan 
in nnmberless. .places so as to afford 
easy access to thé alfalfa roots to the 
ail important water beneath.

An interview bad recentiy in Paris 
with an umiamcd Japanese marquis is 
quoted widely In Europe as. toing the 
best expression of Japanese ambitions 
and desires that has yet been made, 
says the yew York Conmierciai Adver­ 
tiser. He said: 


‘‘We desire to enter Into the lists with 
B n ^ a because thpt would assure our 
racé an eqUahty with ISuropèau'na- 
tioi^ Whether you like It or not. yon 
áre’ Infiuenced by the racial tj'pe to 
Which we belong and by our color. You 
cannot conceive the Idea that we are 
civilized and as powerful as yourselves, 
tta t we are your equals in the econom­ 
ic, m ilita^ and' social sphere. Wiien 
the International expeditions were or­ 
ganized during the late war In China 
t|ie command of the dpTerent columus 
was intrusted In tiira to English, Ger­ 
man, French and Italian generals. 
None of yoù would have been willing 
to place European troopè under the or­ 
ders of a Japáne^ general. 


“Yet I ask you, why not? Are we in­ 
ferior brethren like Darwin*s gorillas 
or civilized men having the same claim 
to social rights as yourselvies? Well, 
then, we desire this war if only to con­ 
quer anr place in the world, even if It 
were to bring Os' no material advan­ 
tage.
